‘George Pitt, first Baron Rivers, born 1722, died 1803, was a 


cousin of William Pitt. the eldest son of George Pitt, of 
Strathfieldsaye, Esq., M.P. He assumed the additional 
surname of Rivers, and was created Baron Rivers in 1776. 
In 1761 he received the appointment of Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to Turin. It is 
probable that this portrait group was painted at Bath in 
that year or in 1762. All the details of costume and hair- 
dressing, as well as the apparent ages of the persons repre- 
sented, confirm this dating, as also the style of painting 
itself. 


“Lord Rivers married, 4th Jan., 1746, Penelope, daughter of Sir 


Henry Atkins, Bart., by whom he had issne an only son, 
George, born Sept., 1750, and two elder daughters, Penelope 
and Louisa, as well as one daughter, Maria Lucy, who was
